mouths unclosed. The same unpleasant

system . from walking with the mouth
opeD, instead of, when not engaged in
conversation," preserving the lips in a state
of firm but quiet compression. As the
heat and velocitv of tho blod through the
lungs depend almost entirely upon the
quantity of the atmospheric air inhaled
with each inspiration, and it is unavoida-
ble that it should be taken in volume, by
the mouth, while it can only be supplied
in moderate quantities, and just in suff-
icient proportion to serve the purpose of
a healthy, respiratory action, while sup-
plied through the nostrils', it is clear that
the body must bo much lighter and cooler
and also the breathing muoh freer and
easier when the latter course rather than
tho former one is adopted.
